3 SEEK NOMINATION 


Hays, Rorex and Terry in 


Race for Fifth Con 


gressional Seat 


LITTLE ROCK — (IP) — 


The run-off primary — a con- 
troversial issue in many leg- 
islative sessions but adopted 
only this year — has its inaug- 
ural in the fifth district con- 
gressional race in which the 
first primary will be held next 
Tuesday. 


A second primary, however, will be 


necessary only unless no single can- 
didate receives a clear majority of all 
votes cast in the first primary. 


Three candidates are seeking the 


democratic nomination equivalent to 
election for the unoxpired term of 
Hcartsill Ragon, who 
resigned his 


congressional seat to accept the ap- 
pointment as federal 
judge of the 


wcsttrn district of Arkansas. 


If a second primary is required, it 


will follow the first 
one 
by two 


weeks. 


Candidates 


The candidates are Brooks Hays of 


Little Rock, formerly of Russcllville, 
now democratic national committee- 
man for the state and twice a candi- 
date for governor against Harvey Par- 
nell; Sam Rorex of Little' Rock, also 
"formerly ' Russellville where he and 
'ifKys and the latter's father were law 
partners, and Duvid D. Terry of Little 
Rock, Pulaski county representative in 
the legislature and a newcomer to pol-

Rorex was regarded as an official 


spokesman 
for 
the 
administration 


while Parnell was governor and has 
the backing of the 
Parnell forces. 


among Hays' leading supporters is 
Prosecuting Attorney Carl E. Bailey 
of Little Rock, who is prosecutor for 
both Pulaski and Perry counties which 
are in the fifth district. 


Terry, who was given one of the 


largest votes any candidate for repre- 
sentative ever receivtd in this county 
last year, claims to be independent of 
any political faction. 


Special Primary 


The special primary was ordered 


after a bitter fight between the Hays 
and Rorex forces in a state democratic 
convention here in June. The state 
democratic 
central 
committee had 


ordered a fifth district convention to 
select the nominee and Rorex was re- 
ported to have had a majority of the 
delegates pledged to him. 


The Hays-Bailey forces launched a 


bitter attack on this method of nom- 
inating and succeeded in having a 
special primary called. 


The counties in the district arc Pu- 


laski, Perry, Faulkner, Conway, Pope, 
Yell, Franklin and Johnson. 


Following the primary, it will be 


necessary for Governor J. M. Futrell 


I to call a special general election in 
i the district, which, however, would be 


a mere formality. Republicans have 
given no indication they will have a 
candidate.

WilljSlash Crop 


R e d u c t i o n on Basis of 


Acreage and Bales Is

ATLANTA.— (ffi) — Unanimous en- 


dorsement of the federal government's 
cotton acreage reduction program for 
the next two years was given Tuesday 
by Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana and 
Arkansas growers at Dallas while a 
similar conference here endorsed both 
bale and acreage slashing and

Vermont Votes 


2 to 1 for Repeal 


25th Straight State Joins 


With Others in Re- 


peal Parade 


MCNTPELIER, Vt.— (ff) -Vermont, 


lonfe a rnckbound prohibition strong- 
hold, joined the parade of states fav- 
oring, repeal of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment. It was the 25th consecutive 
state to record itself in opposition to 
retention of prohibition in the consti- 
tution. No state has voted for the 
amendment. 


Regarded until the last as the most 


doubtful state yet to act, the Green 
Mountain voters recorded themselves 
by approximately two to one for rati- 
fication of the Twenty-first amend- 
ment by which the Eighteenth would 
be repealed. 


The victory for the repealists, while 


sweeping was not entirely one-sided. 
At least two of the state 14 counties 
voted 
to 
support 
the Eighteenth 


amendment. Montpclier, capital city, 
went for repeal by more thun two to 
one. 


Fourteen delegates to a convention 


later in the month were selected as a 
group although they represented each 
of the state's counties. 


Complete returns from the 248 towns 


and cities in Vermont gave: For re- 
peal 41,270; against 20,572. 


Arizona (Iocs On Record 


PHOENIX, Ariz.—(/Pj—While dele- 


gates to the convention drank beer 
and clanked the empty bottles to mer- 
ry tunes, Arizona formally ratified the 
proposed repeal of national prohibi- 
tion Tuesday. 


The state's 14 "wet" delegates, elect- 


ed August 8, when Arizona voted S'/i 
to one for ratification of the Twenty- 
first amendment, consumed 12 cases 
of beer—with the help of visitors, who 
were many—while casting the unan- 
imous vote for repeal.

FORD PAYROLL HIGH 


Car Magnate Doesn't Like 


Competition to Know

Roosevelt has ar- 


ranged to confer Wednesday 
night with Recovery Adminis- 
trator Johnson on the status 
of Henry Ford, who has failed 
to line up with other members 
of the automobile industry 
under NIRA agreements. 


Ford's Move 


CHICAGO. — (fi*) — The government 


will take no action to bring Henry 
Ford into the fold of the NRA unless 
he violates the rules of the automo- 
bile 
manufacturers' 
code, 
General 


Hugh Johnson asserted Tuesday. 


He put the Ford situation into three 


words.

I "It's Ford's move." 


As to the probability of the Detroit 


automobile (manufacturer's violating 
the auto code, "I don't think he will,'! 
said Johnson. 
'

Ford's minimum pay is high enough 


to top the minimum set up by the gen- 
eral code, and the NRA director in- 
dicated the .only avenue by whicH 
Ford might come into conflict with 
the recovery program would be his 
dealings with employes. 


"If Ford employes should organize,, 


and send representatives to regotiaUj 
with him," General Johnson 'stated; 
"and Ford refused to meet them, he. 
would' of course be violating 'the 'auttf 
code." 


"Probably he won't violate the auto 


code," he said. "If he does, I'll have 
to do something." 


Objection Given 


The objection to the auto code which 


has been attributed to Ford—that the 
manufacturer dislikes the prospect of 
having his business known to his com- 
petitors—General Johnson thought not 
a valid objection. 


'The code may require a certain 


amount of openness," he said, "but 1 
wouldn't stand for prying into any- 
one's business secrets. However, it's 
no secret what it costs to make cars, 
and two or three agencies already re- 
port what Ford is doing." 


"The wages in the auto code are 


minimum wages. If Ford pays more 
than that, why, the more the merrier." 


"If Ford doesn't sign a certificate of 


compliance, he can't have the blue 
eagle," the general said. "He can't 
sell any cars to the government and 
many of the states won't buy any." 


Wages Hiked 


DETROIT.—(IP)—An upward revis- 


ion in wages in the plants of the Ford 
Motor Company, bringing daily pay 
for some classes of employes to $4.80 
as against a previous ?4 minimum, 
became known Tuesday, apparently 
Henry Ford's first move in "going one 
better" the NRA automobile code from 
which he is a holdout. 


Rumors of the upward revision were 


confirmed at the Ford 
offices, 
al- 


though officials said they were not 
ready to make an announcement pend- 
ing completion of the wage adjust- 
ment. 


It was said, however, that approxi- 


mately 10,000 of the 40,000 Ford em- 
ployes have benefited by the increase 
in basic pay rates.

In Cuban Revolt 


Marines Are Ready to 


Move If Situation Be- 


comes Necessary 


WASHINGTON. — (JP) — President 


Roosevelt is concentrating on an At- 
lantic fleet in the vicinity of Cuba 
for protection of American lives in 
the event more violence occurs there, 
but it was said Wednesday that he 
was contemplating no intervention as 
the latest information told of no dis- 
turbance. 


The battleship Mississippi, cruising 


in southern waters, was ordered Wed- 
nesday to join four other American 
vessels already in the Cuban neigh- 
borhood. 


Marines Ready 


WASHINGTON. — (fi>) — President 


Roosevelt has ordered concentration of 
1200 marines, equipped as an expedi- 
tionary force at Quantico, Virginia, 
with instructions to be ready to move 
immediately if a need arises. 


The marines were rushed to Vir- 


ginia from New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington and other points. 
The 


movement was well ahead of schedule 
Wednesday, and could be moved to- 
ward Cuba immediately if the need is 
deemed necessary. 


Swanson to Havana 


WASHINGTON. — (fl>) — President 


Roosevelt Wednesday directed Secre- 
tary of the Navy Swanson to proceed 
directly to Havana aboard the cruiser 
Indianapolis. Swanson said that he 
had no specific orders.

Injured in Wreck 


Pae«enger Train It Ram- 


med by Freight Engine 


in New York 


B1NGHAMTON, N. Y.-(^>)-Twen- 


ty-three persons were reported dead 
and more than 100 injured as rescuers 
pulled 
mangled bodies 
from 
the 


wreckage of a fast Chicago to New 
York Erie passenger truin which was 
rammed by a freight engine here 
Tuesday nlphl. 


Twelve died at the scene and 11 


more died en route to the hospital or 
shortly after they arrived. Many oth- 
ers were said to be in a critical con- 
dition, some dying and others badly 
crippled. 


M. K. King of Elmira, engineer, of 


the milk train, said he did not see the 
red signal which warned of the com- 
ing passenger train. He said he jam- 
med on his brakes just before he hit 
the other train. The milk train was 
en route from Hprnell to Hoboken, N. 
J.. with a load of milk. 


The rear car of the passeriger was 


a comparatively new steel ooach and 
the next one was wooden. When <Lhe 
locomotive hit the heavy steel car it 
crashed the light wooden frame of 
the other to splinters. 


Shortly after the wreck the Bing- 


hamton national guard was called out 
to aid in taking care of the dead anci 
injured. The stretcher and ambulance 
corps was on the scene a few minutes 
later. 


The passenger train was just gain- 


ing full speed at the city limits when 
the freight engine, pulling into the 
main line from a side track, smashed 
into tile rear coaches. 


Two cars were tossed into the air 


and fell away from the track, a mass 
of twisted steel and splintered wood, 
leaving passengers scattered alongthc 
right-of-way and buried in the wreck- 
ago.
